Russia to Withdraw AM Her Troops 
From Manchuria With the Kxeep- 
tlen 9t the Ouarda For 
the Railway. 

8t, Petersburg, Oct. 19. — A newspa- 
per publlabed at Port Oalny is autborl- 
Xlf ter the report that the British min- 
laUg to #a|M, .Sir €la«de MacDoaald. 
laa UndtalUMi to mediate betweea 
Russia and Japan, and, having secured 
Japan's consent to certain proposals, 
is now negotiating with Russia. These 
propoeals are that Ruaata shall reatore 
Manchuria to Obiaa, and that the 
principal Manchurian towns be opened 
to foreign trade; that Russia withdraw 
all her troups from Manchuria witit 
the exception of the railway guards; 
that ahe renounce her forestry conces- 
liona on both eldee of the Yatau river, 
aa well aa the Yongampho conceailon 
and that tho whole country south of 
the Yatu river be admitted aa belong- 
ing; to Japan. 

A special commission, under the 
preeidency of the czar, baa been form- 
ed to consider affaire In the far 'eaet. 
It Includes the minlstera of the inte- 
rior, finance, foreign afTalrs, war and 
ol the navy, and Viceroy Alexlefl; oth- 
er members will be nominated by the 
tf^. The commlaelon will consider 
*^iet propoeals, meaauree to develop 
le and hiduatry and propoaed alter 
ria In the laws. 
P.\ris, Oct 19. — Count Casslnl, the 
RuBtlan ambassador to the United 
States, has been interviewed on the 
far eastern question. The ambassador 
i|id that the danger of a conflict, 
which was real a few days back, seem- 
ed to have been averted, and that if 
ever a conflict came It would not be 
provoked by Russia. Continuing, - 
Count Casslni said: 

"Our rtehta in Jlanchurla )^ nnde- 
Blahlei. We made the eonnti^, Which 
until quite recently was a mere haunt 
for bandits. We now have a vigilant 
police there, and, moreover, we have 
built the railroad, ^bis does not mean 
that we Intend to annex Ifaachuria, 
hut having incurred enormous ezpendl- 
twes and posseeslng Immense Inter- 
ests there, we Insist timt these be safe- 
guarded, and we expect to reap onr 
legitimate l)enefit8. The powers un- 
derstand this so well that none except 
possibly Japan seriously contemplated 
insisting that the evacuation be effect- 
ed October 8. Russia can not evacu- 
ate Manchuria before obtaining the 
guarantee to which she has a right 
'from China and all Europe, including 
even Great Britain, recognising that 
their Interests are united "With those 
of Russia." 



THROUGH A DRAW. 



A Railway Aeeldent on the Lono 
irUl^ Near Waahlngtan. 

Washington. Oct. 19.— The Chesa- 
peake & Ohio passenRer train which 
left here at 11:22 o'clock Sunday night 
for Cincinnati, met with a serious ac- 
cident oa t^e iQM br^ge which spans 
the Potomac river ahd Vdnntxla Waah 
ington with the Virginia .shore. About 
one third of a mile from the VVa.shing- 
ton end of the Iwidge la a draw 150 
feet In length. Sunday night as the 
'train was passing over this draw the 
ttorthera half of It gave way and pre- 
cipitated the tender and a dead bag- 
gage car immediately following it into 
the water. A hiige girder which form- 
ed part of the draw fortunately jam- 
med up against the mail car following 
the dead baggage car and helped to 
keep it and the reoialniat cara of the 
train from going Into the rlvlr. No 
one was killed, but Fireman John 
Woods, of Charlotte, N. C, received a 
severe gash in the face. Nearly all 
the cars on the .train had come 
through from New York, incIadlBg the 
combination ear, tha day ooach and 
two sleepera. The aeeldent delayed 
travel for some time.

high commission that met In 1898 in 
Quebec to take up the Alaskan boun- 
dary question, is well pleased with 
the decision reported In the dispatches 
from London. 

In commenting on tha deciilon Ban- 
ator Fairbanks said: 

"The decision of the Alaskan boun- 
dary commission is eminently satis- 
factory. It sustains substantially the 
entire American claim and Is eaaen- 
tially a complete Justification of the 
position taken by the American mem- 
bers of the United State and British 
Joint high commission, which met In 
Quebec in 1S98. The United States 
will now be permitted to hold all the 
territory in Alaska purchased of Rus- 
sia in 1867 without further dispute. 
Our title, wbl< h was never disputed 
until within the last few years, since 
the gold discoveries, is now quieted. 

"The press report sent from London 
indicates that the two small islands 
at the mouth of the Portland canal are 
conceded to Great Britain: and that 
the boundary line will run along the 
northwest side of the Islands and not 
along the canal at the southeast side. 
This is a matter about which there 
was some reasonbala ground of dis- 
pute. The Islanda are amall and are 
known as Walea and Pearse Islands. 
They are of no great commercial Im- 
portance. They were originally claim- 
ed by the United States, but if by con- 
ceding them the more important con- 
tentions of the American commission, 
ers are granted I feel that the United 
States has every cause for satisfaction 
over the terma of the settlMnent"

A STRANGE COINCIDENCE. 

Oeath Believed to Havs Been Preeaged 
Sy Cruehlng of Picture. 

I^xington. Ky., Oct. 19. — Henry 
Schwartz. -8, was l<illed at Burgin, 
Ky., Saturday nlg.it while trying to 
board a south-bound freight train. Ha 
lived at 718 Central avenue, Newport. 
Ky., and was In company with Robert 
Weaver, also of that city, when bo 
met death. Both are machinists, and 
were trying to get aouth In Bcarch of 
employment 

Newport. Ky., Opt IS.— €ohwarts 
and Weaver left Newport on last Wed- 
nesday. He was a widower, and had 
liecn maUiiii^ his home with bis father, 
Joscpli Swarlz, the well Known car- 
penter. 

A curious and remarkable Incident 
In connection with Schwartz's death 
was related by a younger brother, 
when the latter called at police head- 
quarters Sunday night in search of 
definite Information of Henry's d^ath. 
He related that on Saturday afternoon 
a picture of the deceased hanging in 
tha parkw at the home fell to the floor 
with a eraab. breaking the frame and 
glass to pieces. Kxamlnatlon showed 
that the cord by wlilc h it was suspend- 
ed bad parted from age and decay, and 
that nothing had struck or Jarred>the 
picture, as waa at first supposed. 

Mr. Schwartz stated that he Imme- 
diately remarked that something had 
happened to Henry, and this opinion 
was at once abarad la by tha rest of 
the family. 

The falling of the picture was refer- 
red to several times during the even- 
ing, and the entire family seemed to 
look upon the Incident as a forewarn- 
ing of bad news to come about the ab- 
sent one. and it seems that their worst 
fears weie fully realized. 



COLONIZATION OF NEGROES. 



Oppeeition to a Permanent Army Post 
at Weet Point, Ky. 

Frankfort, Ky., Oct. 19. — Opposition 
to the location oi a permanent army 
post at West Point, in Harlan county, 
has developed in an uneKpected way. 
The farmers of Hardin county are vio- 
lently opposed to having the post, and 
are getting up a monster petition 
against it. The farmers urge that their 
fruit and fowls are foraged upon l)y 
the soldiers, and besides, their con- 
gressional district, which la now demo- 
cratic, might be affected If several 
regiments of Negroes should be quar- 
tered there for a year and allowed to 
vote. It Is said the farmers have in- 
terested all the democratic politicians 
in tbe matter and a determined fight 
will be made against tbe establishment 
of tbe post at West Point.

THE INVENTION OF DR. A. 6RETH. 



He Demonstrated That in Many Ea> 

scnfials lie Has Solved the Prob- 
lem ul' Aerial ^avagation. 



The Balloon le Clgar^Shsped With a 

Capacity of 50,000 Feet of Gas 
With a Lifting Capsclty of 
1,S00 to 2,000 Pounda. 

San Francisco, Oct. 19.— Dr. August 

Oreth, who for a year past has been 
unostentatiously working on an air- 
ship, Sunday surprised the residents of 
San Francisco by .sailing over their 
heads for two hours, directing his ma- 
chine almost at will and demoostrat* 
ing that in ' many essentials be haa 
solved the problem* of aerial naviga- 
tion. Dr. Greth had previously tested 
hl.s airship by making ascensions with 
the balloon held captive by a long 
I ope, but Sunday was the first time 
that ha had gone skyward, free. Tho 
ascension was made from a lot almost 
in the heart of the city, and Dr. Greth 
attempted to encircle a towering news- 
paper building about a mile eastward, 
but found the high ctirrents too strong 
for his power aad then turned in an 
opposite direction. The winds car- 
ried him oceanward and for a time he 
hovered over the vicinity of the Golden 
Gate, making various successful trials 
of his steering gear. 

The currents threatened to take 
hhn out over the Pacific, and he decid* 
ed to make a landing on the parade 
grounds of the Presidio military res- 
ervation, but made the mistake of let- 
ting out too much gas and he landed 
in the bay about 200 feet from shore. 
The crew of the life saving station 
rescued the aeeonaut and hia flying 
machine, which was little damaged by 
the unfortunate termination of the 
voyage. Tne balloon of (Jreth is cigar- 
shaped and has a (apui ity of 50,000 
feet of gas with a lifting capacity of 
1,800 to 2,000 pounds. The car Is sim- 
ilar In construction to that uaed by 
Santos Dumont, and weighs about 800 
pounds. 

The engine is a 12-horse power gaso- 
line motor and the total weight car- 
ried skyward, including that of the in- 
ventor and 260 pounds of ballast, was 
about 1,400 pounds. For some inex- 
plicable reason the motor would not 
develop more tiu.n six hoise and Dr. 
Greth found con.-^iderable difficulty In 
making head way against the current. 

He expects to make another ascen- 
sion in a few days when be will have 
repaired the minor damage caused by 
the salt water bath and remedied the 
minor defects brought out by bis two 
boun cruise in cloud land. 

AN iXPLemNd PARTY. 



The Summit of the Crater of Mauna 
Lea Reaeha^ Per the PIrst Time. 

Honolulu, Oct. 10. — An exploring 
party of 13, the first to reach Mokua 
popo, the summit of the crater Mauna 
Loa, gives reliable details of the erup- 
tion. The party suffered severely from 
mo\intain .'iicl^ness and lold. Thev 
found the inside of tiie crater very ac- 
tive. Out of the mass of molten lava 
firey geysers were shooting up to. tbe 
height of 200 feet or more, but there 
was no overflow. An increase of heat 
on the Dewey crater, lower down, in- 
(iicatea the possltdlify of an outl)reak 
there. Klileau remains normal. Many 
excursionists are visiting Mauna Loa.
